From the Japanose Resumé Statistique, of 
which we bavealready spoken, we glean some | 
extremely interesting statistics of the’ cost 

and working of the railway system of the 
islands, which has already assumed @ Te- 
markable development. “Roughly, the area 
of the mainlands of Japan is 31,000 square 
miles, and the length of railways open to 
the end of 1900 was 3,700 miles, or one 
mile of railway to each 84 square mile of 
area, 0 very: fair showing considering . the 
mountainous charucter and high elevation 
of the interior, ‘The result of this was that 
up to.that period only one line had been. 
opened across the Island of Nippon, which 
has to cross the Usii Passat au elevation 
of some 3,200 feat, to attain which a rack 
rail hus been found nevessary. Owing also 
to the very indented character of the coast, 
only one large town in Japan, Maebashi, 


‘exceeds a distance of 60 miles from the 


coast, the majority being within less than 
half that.distance, so thet the railways have 


coasting steamers. The result of experience 
up to. date has, however, been so favourable 
that no less than 1,000 miles of additional 
line were at the date.wentioned either in pro- 


_ gress or had been surveyed. This length of 


“ynilway had been constructed at.a total vost of 


9664 million yen, or practically £7,200 per

Now all these conditions 
have materially changed; and onthe main 
lines trains of twelvé and fifteen or more 
coaches are ordinarily employed. The early 
engines have been found -unsorviceable for 
the growing traffic, anda large number of 
new engines bave of recent years been 
ordered. Unfortunately, here economy 
of firat cost has been. too much the 
custom, ‘while the comparative nearness 
of Americd and the greater ‘facility 
for obtaining new locomotives there 
bas’ led to orders “having heen ‘recently 
placed in the States, to the almost 
entire exclusion of modern English engines. 
It cannot be said that the result is very 
satisfactory. Many: of the American én-

GEN. GASELEE ON THE AITUATION.

. Renter's representative liad an intorviow last 
month with Gozeral Sir Alfred Gasolov, 
commanding the British troops in vhina, who 
had just reached England from the For Kust. 
In reply to questions General Gaszluc said :— 

“Todo not think there is any danger of o 
serious rising. There are, it is true, banditti 
who may be called Boxors, and. whether these 
can beput down will depend upon the attitule 
of the Chinese Government, but I do not 
believe there will be auy widespread trouble. 
At any rate there are ample foreign’ troops to 
prevent any recurrence of trouble iu any part 
of the provinces of Chibli,’ It must, however, 
be borné in mind that thero is stilla very strong 
feoling against forsigners, and: that there will 
probably always. be so, Cortainly this feeling 
ins not been lessened by’ rocént evetita. ‘Lt is 
not my business to talk politics, but I think it 
should be known in England that, whatever 
‘poople may say to the contrary, our military 
prestige has not suffered in’'China. We always 
endeavoured to be just and fair in our dealings 
with the Chinese and to avoid punishing the | 
innocent 98 well as the guilty, Probably, aso 
result of this, the Chinese have gront belief in 
our modorution and straightforward conduct.” 

fuming tomilitary matters, General Gaseleo 
said 
“On the ‘whole the relations bstween the 
international troops were good, and although 
minor squabbles .and publichouse brawls 
occurred, this was no more than was to be 
expected when a considerable numbor of. troops 
of different nationalities are brought togotber 
without much to do. As for my own troops 
they came ont of a trying situation very well, 
and Ahey bebaved extremely well even. under 
cirumstances of considerable provocation, Had 
they got ont of hand there would havo beon | 
sorious trouble, At the beginning of the 
operations’ for the relief of Peking no troops 
were better equipped than the British. Shortly 
after their . arrival ‘the Americans were 
especially well equipped in hospitals, commis- 
sariat, &c., and spared no expense jn making 
their troops comfortable. It is invidious to 
make coinparisons, but perhaps I should refer to 
the excellent equipment of the Japancse army 
from the very outset. One of the most note- 
worthy features was the vory strong national 
spirit pervading the Mikado'stroops. ‘Lhey were 
most useful, and are very fine troops for Orion- 
tal warfare. ‘Chey are very popular'with the 
Chinese, und in any attompt to intorforo in the 
Far Fast the Japanese army and navy will 
provea groat factor. I have tne highest, re- 
spect for them. We always got :on splendidly 
with our American comrades, and ‘it is most 
important that we ahould keep in with these 
fine soldiors, Both’ officers and mon seem to 
we to be fall of soldierly spirit and. to be cap- 
able of great things, All runks in our Army 
wot, on splendidly with them, and I feel sure 
our intercourse has helped to coment the friend- 
ship which I trust will always exist between 
us. 

Replying to further questions, Sir Alfred 
Gaseloe remarked :— ; 

“I see that certain statements ave leen 
made concerning Count von Walderses's action 
with regard to the railway, but this isu political 
question., Thore were certain differences at 
first, but eventually the Field-Marahal helped 
materially in having tho railway admivistration 
mado over to us.. His position was o difficult 
one.
